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The California Vehicle Code provides a financiai responsibility law whose 
purpose is to protect those persons who are injured on the public roads 
through no fault of their own 

if a person does not have automobile insurance, he or she is required to 
deposit security in a sum that shouid be sufficient in the judgement of the 
Department of Motor Vehicles to satisfy any final judgements for bodily injury 
or property damage 

When the driver has failed, within 50 days after the accident. to establish his 
exemption from security and has failed to deposit security within ten days after 
notice by the department specifying the amount of security, the department 
will © “spend the privilege of the driver to drive a motor vehicle 

An. .ne Golden Rule For most of us, insurance like taxes is just one of those 
things in life that you have no contro! over We grudgingly fork over hundreds 
of dollars a year and wait for the day it will all pay off 

Unfortunately one out of four persons refuses to be bothered with auto in 
surance or the required security. Such people are discreetly called “uninsured 
motorists. instead of something more appropriate 

If you become involved in an accident with an uninsured motorist, you are in 
for alot of trouble Many uninsured motorists cannot afford insurance and cer- 
tainly cannot afford to pay ‘or the damages to your car 

lf you count on your insurance company, thinking all of those premiums are 
going to pay off now. you re in for another surprise On most policies, the com- 
pany will pick up the tab only for medical expenses You wil! be required to pay 
the deductible on collision just as if the accident were your fault 

And what about the joker who causes al! of the trouble? You can go to court 
and get a judgement against him or her, but more than likely he or she will be 
paying you on the instaliment plan $10 per month for the next umpteen 
years 

What can be done? Very little Even if people were required to have proof of 
nsurance before obtaining adriver's license, they could cancel the policy right 
after getting the license. or simply drive without a license

| found thati could agree with only three statements in the whole article. The 
first is the statement that mopeds are confined to the right side of the road This 
agrees with the law Mopeds are required by law to ride to the far right of the 
road so they won timpedetraffic. Ifa bike lane is provided, mopeds must ride in 
the bike lane. Cars are not to travel in the bike lane so they don't impede bike 
lane traffic. This includes cars making right turns, stopping at traffic signals 
parking and passing other cars on the right A moped can get a ticket for 
impeding traffic just as a car can get a ticket for traveling in a bike lane 

The second is the statement about moped riders driving defensively against 
people making right - hand turns The third was the statement about watching 
for drivers who open their doors, and drivers who move into the intersection 
when turning Mopeds are classified as bicycles in the law !t is legal to ride 
them to the right of cars stopped in traffic. Moped riders must drive defensively 
just as all Car drivers must It would be suicide to get into any vehicle and drive 
as !f you Owned the road. | started with these statements as a defense for 
mopeds, Decause the article written by Peggy O'Brien left me with the im 
pression that mopeds are the biggest joke yet played on society The article 
was riddled with wrong information and false assumptions 

In the first place mopeds are not motorcycles. Mopeds are motorized 
bicycles and must obey bicycle laws as stated earlier 

There were two moped specifications that were wrongly quoted in the ar- 
ticle Mopeds’ maximum speed, required by law. is 30 mph not 27 mph.

Stanley, who claims he quit his day

“Got No Reason to Stay” and 
“They Give Themseives Away” were 
two of the better - received songs,

Capitol internships are available now 


Tne Educational Policy Studies 
module of the Capitol Experience 
programs at CSUS is accepting ap 
plications for the fall 1978 semester 

Graduate students from any CSU 
campus are eligible to apply for the 
intern program disigned to meet the 
needs of beginning and experienced 
educators 

The nine unit program takes ad- 
vantage of the Sacramento campus 
location in the State Captiol to place 
students in State offices where 
educational policy is made and en- 
forced in the two years the program 
has been in existence, interns have 
gained practical experiences at the 
Department of Education, CALIFOR- 
NIA Post secondary Education 
Commission, Education Committees 
in the legislature, educational lobby 
groups, and in the offices of in- 
dividual legislators who have major 
responsiblities in educational 
matters 


Applications for federal grants and 
pending legislation would make it 
possible to offer stipends for students 
in the program. but spokesman Tom 
Gustafson points out that no funds 
nave been approved He says tnat 

Students should plan on paying their 
living and tuition ex- 
penses However, it should be 
pointed out that the Financial Aids of 
fices on the home campus or at Sac- 
ramento State and the student Em 
ployment office services would be 
available to participants in the 
program. Also, students from other 
areas might find that living expenses 
especially rent, are somewhat lower 
in Sacramento than in other parts of 
the state 

Gustafson sees the program as 
particularly relevant for education 
majors who have not yet worked as 
full time teachers as well as ex- 
perienced profess onals

The chilly April wind thwarted his 
efforts to light the cigar he had been 
nursing for the past 20 minutes 
Another match, and it was lit A long 
pull on the stogey. and a smile 
crossed the man's face 


With that. CSUS' ex - head footbal! 
coach Glenn Brady continued to talk 
about his new job A job that will take 
him back to the familiar surroundings 
of Louisiana where he grew up and 
played and coached football 


Brady s new assignment. after two 

successful seasons at CSUS. is as 
offensive coordinator at Nicholls 
State University near New Orleans 
and close to where the 42 - year - oid 
@x - running back Started his footbal! 
coaching career in 1961 


| was down at the NCAA meeting 
in Atlanta said Brady ashe watched 
a member of his tennis class practice 
a serve. ‘and some coaches from 
Nicholls asked me what | was doing 
this spring |. of course. was doing 
nothing this spring 

It Nappened that the athletic 
Girector of that school was head 
coach at Southwestern Louisiana 
when | was in high school, and he had 
recruited me for his school | didn'tgo 
there but | remained friends with the 
man 

The man.” Ray Didier was res 
ponsible for inviting Brady to Nicholis 
as offensive consultant during two 


weeks of spring football practice 

After talks with the (Nicholls’) 
coaches, they seemed to think my 
ideas would fit ‘> program,” Brady 
continued, “because the offense we 
ran at Western Illinois (where Brady 
coached for two years) is close to that 
of Nicholls 


So Brady took the vacation time he 
had accrued during his two years at 
CSUS and headed for Louisiana with 
little more than a hope that a fulltime 
job would come of it. In fact. because 
of budget problems, the Nicholls 
athletic department was already 
Operating minus one coach. and the 
hiring of a new one was not planned 


A tragic twist of irony changed all 
that. Brady's friend. Ray Didier, died 
His death left yet another vacancy in 
the Nicholls athletic picture 


“It sounds mercenary, especially 
since Ray was a friend.’ confessed 
Brady. gazing past his interviewer 
but | wondered if ! was going to end 
UP Paying an $800 - 900 tab for travel 
back and forth Ray had made all the 
plans for my going out there and | 
wasnt sure if hed let anyone else in 
on them 

But with the two vacancies, the 
state's Board ot Education approved 
tne hiring of another coach and atthe 
recommendation of coaches with 
whom Brady worked during the two 
week spring session. Brady was 
hived. effective July 1. 1978

prospects of a job - seeking summer, 
1S Optimistic. His future team. though 
mernber of a young athletic program 
and coming off a losing season in 
1977. has once won the Gulf South 
Conterence championship and will 
have 62 scholarship players in 1978.

Uncontested Greek raft race 
Four frats brave rain swollen American River

You guys going rafting?” the man 
at the gas station on Fair Oaks and 
Pennsylvania said while we filled the 
- man raft with air 
Yep.” Mark responded 
You guysserious?’ the gas station 
employee said with as much skep- 
ticism in his voice as anyone else we 
had told about ou: venture 

Yep, Mark said again with as 
much optimism as he could putintoit 

Weill, whatever, the man said and 
waiked off hoping we wouldn't sue 
him for letting us use his air, in case 
the raft turned over on the rapids ana 
we all ended up with peneumonia 

It was indeed a crazy idea to go raf- 
ting Sunday with a weather forecast 
of a 95 percent chance of rain. But 
Mark was determined to win the 
Greek raft race, scheduled for Sun- 
day, but cancelled because of the 
forecasted rain. ‘What easier way to 
win?’ Mark said when he calied Sun- 
day and told me of his pian 

Looking out the window, | decided 
wed probably get some showers, 
because the sky was broken into big 
dark clouds with blue sky in between, 
enough sun to get dry So! thought, 
what the heck,” and an hour later | 
pushed the raft, with Mark. Mike and 
Joey already in it, away from the 
shore at the Sunrise Bridge We soon 
found out what the gas station em- 
ployee meant when he inquired about 
the seriousness of our intent 

The rain from the previous day had 
swo'len the American River quite a 
bit. That was fine at first. because we 
moved fast and didn't have to paddie 
But with the added speed, a river 
feature that had taken at least an hour 
and a half to reach last year. we now 
reached in less than haif an hour, the 
San Juan rapids 

Aw ssssshit. Mark proclaimed 
when we had already gotten too ciose 
to the rapids to do anything but hope 
for the best 

“Ten, nine, eight "Mike started 
to count down. for what indeed 
seemed his last seconds 

“Just keep her straight.” Joey 
yelled just before we went over the 
edge of the first of the rapids 

Two years ago, during the last 
Greek raft race, | had fallen out of the 
raft on these rapids when we had all 
been too drunk to notice them until 
four of were swimming in the water 
With both the weather and the water 
much colder, that was the least thing | 
wanted to go through again. | curled 
up with the others in the center of the 
raft

made it through, we had gotten as wet 
as the water in the river itself 

As scon as we reached a slower 
part of the river, we paddled to the 
beach to get the water out of the half - 
filled raft

raft along with our shoes, socks 
coats. beer cans (Tekes never go

The schnapps warmed us alittle, at 
least on the inside After we got the 
water out of the raft and had wet some 
of the bushes, we happily continued 
our try for first place (and last place 
for that matter) in the raft race

it, we didn't the night before when the 

sheriff's opened the back of the U - 
Haul truck and we were staring ata 
couple of shot guns that were set at 
Kill.” 

The sheriffs thought that had a 
winner on their hands, and it took 
Mark, who was just as toasted as the 
rest, quite some persuasive skills to 
convince the law enforcement agents 
that we were just a bunch of happy 
drunks trying to get home
